Now that the want of lifting up holy bands unto God in prayer, 
(.i.) the want of a pure heart, a Neoat aonliheveey orof humiliation 
and repentance (as we are to underſtand the words) is one cauſe 
God doth ſtop his eares atthe cry of his ſervants , the Lord hi 
doth plainely' teſtify ; for this purpoſe read Ifay.x, where ye [ball 
finde that the Lord: doth complaine of Ifraels rebellion , and doth 
even upbraide their whole ſervice.

4.8.) knoweth not God, for God «s love, And how then can 
it be, that any one can pray to him a right, of whole knowledge he 


is ignorant? Charitie (layth the Apoſtle Coll. 3.14.) is the bond of 


perfettnefic, If the bond be broken , by which the Saints are alllin« 
ked together, as one man, all things muſt needs be out of order, 
Evacuanda ergo eft mens, the ſoule muſt be emptied of this humor 
when we pray. Lift up holy hands , ſize ira , without wrath. 'Now 
that the want or fayling in this duery of charity , when we pray urit 
God , is another cauſe why God doth ſtop his eares at the cry of his 
ſervants , either when they pray for a promiſed favour , or for the 
avoyding of any puniſhment , we need not ftand long in proovyings 
Take onely that {aying of the Prophet Zach.

Now our petitions for outward things , are agreable to Gods will, 
not when wee put in this word 7f, as to fay, If it be thy will to give 
us this or thar ; but they are agreable to his will, when the thing wee 
defire God to beſtow-upon us, is both commanded and promiſed. - 
This is that which doth make our petitions agreable to his will. And 
therefore when we are to pray , either for any favour , or for the re- 
 mooving of any affliftion , we muſt conſider with our ſelves , whey 
ther it be within the compaſle of this rule , namely, whether God in 
his word doth command us to aſke ſuch a thing, which we deſire to- 
have, and-whether he doth promiſe upon onrcalling , to beſtow it 
upon us ; and not rudely , and unadviſedly , nay ignorantly uponall 
occaſions , runne to God onely with an /f.- Hence it is , whenthe 
Saints doe come to the throne of grace , and folicite God in Teſus- 
Chriſt, forany favour, that the holy Ghoſt _ put them Tory

Neither is 
this the portion onely of the Apoſtles, but alſo of every one that be- 
leeveth by their preaching , for all (faith the Apoſtle 2. Tim. 3.1 3.) 
that, will live godly in Chriſt Teſus , ſhall ſuffer perſecution, Now 
this portion of the Saints is not to be accounted (neither is it) a 
plague, or a puniſhment upon them, but a bleſſing ,as appeareth by 
our Saviours words Math.5.10.11. Bleſſed are they which are perſe- 
cuted for righteouſneſſe ſake, &c. which words S:. Peter repeatingly

conceive,ſceing to be perſecuted for the truth is ſuch a bleſſed thing) 
that thoſe tortured Saints (Heb.

againſt perſecution , that we ſhall not ſuffer, ſceing it is qur por- 

tion, yea and a bleſſed portion too, neither would his petition , 
caſe a man did pray) ns to Gods will (which was the laſt 
thing required in prayer,) becauſe hee doth nox (for ought I find) 
command us to pray againſt perſecution , and promiſe us that wee 
ſhall not ſuffer. All the prayers that they are to make in this caſe,muſt 
be to deſire the Lord,that be would give them ftrength and patience 
manfully to perſevere in the part that hee make br oy 
ſtruments of his glory.

apainſt expreſſe promiſes. For when men (as one neatly preſleth} | 
preſent. reaſons of probability, of yeriſimilunae, of pions credulity;'n#t * 
dedutt out of the Scriptures (or by them oppoſe comm ; 
they fall into that regular irregularity , and unto that conſtant leyity, | 
which eAuguitine juitly makes the charatter and ſpecification, of all | 
Heretike, to ſeeme to proceed upon reaſons,and not dedace thoſe reaſony © 
from the Scriptures. Howlſoever if reaſons doe ſeeme to have ſore ! 
footing from the Scriptures, if they contradit a commandement,ot ; 
nullify a promiſe, know this, that they ſeeme onely to have thaty * 
which they never had.For we beleeve,and beleeve truely ,that zoos.
